Wearing the clever originations of 
warm weather, we look ahead to 
what we hope will be even cleverer 
originations for the brisk days of 
fall—so do we combine anticipation 
with realization. In such a state 
of mind we now find ourselves. It 
is straw hat time, but we are dally- 
ing with velvet and felt. 


It’s Time For A New Hat 


Every woman who can stretch 
her budget to do s0, possesses her- 
self of a new hat, just about now. 
She is fascinated by the opportunit- 
ties for inspiring her wardrobe 
with a new Hfe, and while the 
average woman will choose an ad- 
vance fall model, there are many 
others who will find uses for a 
typical summer hat, and so more 
than justify such a purchase. It 
fe sale time, and there are some 
wonderful bargains {n model hats, 
in copies, in adaptations. 

For much less than even its cost, 
a lovable hat can be yours, And 
since it is permitted us to keep to 
the edges of the mode, in the 
interests of becoming and appro- 
priate details — some millinery 
clearance sale may be your friend 
in need. It is even possible, now 
that fashion is so careless with 
fabrics, to find a model that will 
be a fall and early winter possi- 
bility. It may not have the newest 
contour, but it will not be wholly 
out of the fashion picture. 


Just What Is Being Worn? 


No matter how much the future 
may interest, the present must be 
considered. It’s what we see on 
the street, out-of-doors at the 
country club, or in the smart tea 
rooms, in the afternoon. There 
are more felts than anything else 
-~—-it’s hardly necessary to record 
this fact. They are tailored in 
spirit, these felts, and wholly 
oblivious to season or occasion, if 
it's a daytime gathering.

@ very great deal of stress is laid 
on the use of color—black with 
white or silver prominently fea- 
tured—black remains ultra smart.

The Vogue For The Linen Hat 

There seems to be a _ general 
fancy for the cool little hats of 
linen, appiopriate in many en- 
sembles, and worn wherever felt 
is worn. They come in the sum- 
mer colors, beautiful tones of yel- 
low, blue, orchid, red and the like, 
and are trimmed with groszrain 
ribbon or with stitching. It is a 
point in their favor that they are 
erushable, which makes them a 
poyvibility in the travel wardrobe,

Indications point to the small 
hat, at this time, for winter finds 
less use for the picture hat than 
any other season. There are some 
models in the advance showings 
that incline to width of brim, 
there are even occasional very 
wide-brimmed hats, but it is use- 
less to attempt to force the small 
hat from its leadership—it just 
cannot be done. Bobbed hair and 
the small har, or the small hat and 
bobbed hair, which? 

It does not matter, really, which 
is responsible for the other, but it 
{gs quite true that the smart small 
hat loses its smartness when it 1s 
stretched over masses of hair, 
And we are insisting on both the 
small hat and its smartness, so 
draw your own conclusions. This 
one fact is certain—attempts to 
stamp short hair as a fad are 
passing, and it is now a queation 
of individuality not a problem of 
long or short hair. 


Mid-Season Fabrics In Evidence 


Hats of satin and grosgrain are 
appearing in greater numbers, and 
fall is also evidenced by the flair 
for velvet ribbon as a trimming— 
it seems to give just that touch of 
fall and winter material that can 
be construed as a promise. And 
then there are some lightweight, 
supple velours, and occasionally, a 
velvet hat. Velvet is one of the 
fabrics that reconciles us to winter 
weather, for, with fur, it sym- 
bolizes the feminine theme of 
luxury. 

The “stitch in time” seems to be 
well known to fashion, for many of 
her newest, smartest models use 
it to the exclusion of every other 
trimming. There are some clever 
new felts, stitched in color, to 
match or contrast. The large vel- 
vet hat shows this type of trim- 
ming, and some very effective re- 
sults are worked out when the hat 
itself is black and the stitching is 
done in color. Stitched bands are 
sometimes applied to crown and 
brim edge. 

As though it were bidding sum- 
mer good-by, the large hat of vel- 
vet and lace possesses something 
of the transparency of summer 
hats, although using velvet most 
generously, thereby sealing its al- 
liance with winter.
